don't do something about giving 
polio shots in schools, the Delhaas 
Joint School Board is going to take 
matters into its own hands. 


The board last night voted to 
initiate its own inoculation pro­ 
gram if the commissioners fail to 
act favorably on the issue at their 
next meeting Tuesday. 


After listening to an 
appeal 
from Isaac Ben Ezra, chairman 
of the Lower Bucks County Com­ 
mittee for the Prevention of Polio, 
the board again urged the county 
commissioners to re - consider 
their stand in reinstating the pro­ 
gram. 


Gave Record 


Ben Ezra told the board that 
of the 47.000 children receiving 
polio inoculations last year, 43,- 
000 were administered through 
the schools. The commissioners, 
however, dropped the program 
upon the advice of the Bucks Coun­ 
ty Health Department. 
lf the county commissioners 
continue to reject such a program, 
the Delhaas board has directed 
school administrators to cooper­ 
ate with Ben Ezra’s committee in 
setting up clinics in the district's 
15 schools to give shots to stu­ 
dents, 
pre-school 
children 
and 
adults. 
Eight of IO board members pre­ 
sent voted for the school clinics. 
John R. Stieber abstained while 
.Anthony Ciccantelli voted against 
it, stating that he didn’t under­ 
stand the motion made by Morris 
Feldman. Four board members 
were not present. 
The Delhaas board, along with 
three other school boards, had 
previously 
adopted 
resolutions 
urging the county commissioners 
to reverse their stand. The other 
boards were Bristol Township, 
Bensalcm and Falls Township
